Provided that the court may, for adequate and special reasons to be 
mentioned in the judgment, impose a sentence of imprisonment for less 
than seven days.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Of late, there has been a great increase in the complaints of eve -teasing es 
pecially at public places in the Union territory of Delhi and the existing statutory 
provisions have been found to be inadequate for curbing this growing menace 
effectively. The Metropolitan Council of Delhi has, therefore , reconimended 
the enactment of a special legislation for tackling this social problem more effec 
tively. 


The Bill, apart f. ɔm defining the ollence of eve -tcasing , proposcs to make 
the offence cognizable and non -bailable and empowers the trial of this offence 
in a summary way in the interests of speedy justice ,
